The Provincial Elections 


Dissolution of the legislature, with 
general provincial elections to be held on 
Thursday, March 21, means a campaign of 
only a month’s duration. To the shortness 
of the time for discussion is added the dis- 
advantage that a general federal cam- 
paign is also in progress. Public attention 
will be divided between the concurrent con- 
troversies. Willing as he may be to get 
both events over before the busy season 
opens, the perplexed elector cannot be 
blamed for wishing he could deal with his 
responsibilities one at a time. 

The policy of the Government is suffi- 
ciently known by its record. The proposals 
of the C.C.F. to socialize the means of pro- 
duction and do away with the profit sys- 
tem are fairly well understood. But the 
policies of the Liberal and Conservative 
parties are undefined and even their rela- 
tionships are vague. The Conservatives 
withdrew as a party from the provincial 
field and joined the “unity” movement. 
The Liberals under Mr. Gray decided to 
leave to party members in each constitu- 
ency to nominate Liberal candidates or 
join with other groups in supporting inde- 
pendent candidates in opposition to the 
Government. The electors have not 
before them anything resembling clear- 
ly drawn platforms offered by these 
two parties, and do not know what would 
happen in the event that a majority of 
candidates representing them should be 
elected to the new legislature. 

There is thus a condition of confusion, 
more nearly chaotic than has ever been 
seen at a previous election-time. It can- 
not be perceived at present whether this is 
to be a four-way contest between organ- 
ized groups supporting distinctive pro- 
grams, or a free-for-all melee with half 
the candidates of more or less uncertain 
affiliations and plans. A vast amount of 
platform work, and of publicity through 
the newspapers and over the air, will be 
required if the voters are to know on poll- 
ing day what precisely are the alternative 
policies bidding for their approval and be- 
tween what types of government they 
may choose. 


The Altmark 


The Altmark, which acted as prison 
ship for the Graf Spee when that defunct 
raider was sinking merchant vessels in the 
South Atlantic, tried to sneak into a Ger- 
man port by keeping within the coastal 
waters of Norway, with 400 seamen from 
the sunken ships battened under its 
hatches as prisoners. 

The Admiralty at London got wind of 
the dodge and sent a destroyer into a Nor- 
wegian cove to search the skulker. It did 
80, taking off the prisoners, who had been 
living in the hold for months in “fright- 
ful” conditions. As the Altmark’s crew 
resisted, several of them were killed in a 
scrimmage with the boarding party. 
Neither the ship nor its crew were seized. 

Berlin of course is furious. The inva- 
sion of neutral waters by the British 
destroyer is denounced as a crime almost 
without parallel in naval warfare. Nothing 
said, however, about the cause of the in- 
vasion—the transporting of prisoners of 
war through neutral waters. The one is 
as expressly forbidden by sea law as the 
other, 

It isn’t Norway’s neutral rights the 
Nazis are concerned about—it hasn't any 
such rights when one of their U-boats gets 
within range of a Norwegian fishing vessel 
or freight ship. What irks them is the loss 
of the prisoners, and disappointment at the 
failure to hoodwink the Allied warships by 
violating Norwegian neutrality on their 
own account. 

Norway undoubtedly has a case for 
protest against Britain. But it has pre- 
cisely as good a case against Germany. 
And along with its protest to London 
should go some explanations. The Altmark 
had been inspected by a Norwegian official, 
who declared there were no prisoners 
aboard, That will stand a lot of explaining. 


Swedish Neutrality 


Sweden has given official notice that 
foreign troops will not be allowed to pass 
through its territory to the aid of Finland. 
It is entirely within its rights in so order- 
ing. It could not maintain neutrality and 
do otherwise, And, rightly or wrongly, its 
Government thinks the road to safety lies 
through neutrality. 

This does not necessarily mean that 
men going to join the Finnish army will no

longer be allowed to pass through Sweden, 
as they have been doing in large numbers. 
It may only mean that organized bodies in 
uniform, or wearing distinctive badges, 
will be barred. 

If to people living three thousand miles 
away this order seems callous, it must not 
be forgotten that Sweden is “‘on the spot.” 
It is living in imminent danger of instant 
attack by flights of Russian and Nazi 
bombing planes, of having its capital and 
seaports bombarded by Soviet and Nazi 
warships, and of invasion by expeditionary 
forces of the twin-aggressors. 

There are signs aplenty that Hitler and 
Stalin are looking for an excuse to attack 
both Sweden and Norway—in part because 
they have done all that the rules of 
neutrality permitted them to do to allow 
aid to reach Finland. 

Swedish sympathy with Finland is not 
in question, but a Government with a gun 
at its head cannot forget that it is the 
guardian of the lives, property and liber- 
ties of its own people first and foremost. 


Editorial Notes 
Tokyo announces termination of 
Japan's treaty with The Netherlands, 


providing for judicial settlement, arbitra- 
tion and conciliation in cases of disagree- 
ment. Another treaty, it is explained, is to 
be negotiated. But The Hague announces 
it will build three battle-cruisers at a cost 
of $31,800,000 each “to defend the East 
Indies.”’ Its possessions there need no de- 
fence unless against Japan. The Dutch 
authorities evidently suspect the ‘“‘negotia- 
tions’ may be patterned on those which 
preceded the onslaught upon China. 


A Chinese coasting steamship was 
“blown to bits’ when it struck a mine off 
the mouth of the Min river, 300 men, 
women and children being killed by the ex- 
plosion or drowned. The river empties into 
the ocean opposite Formosa, in territory 
long held by the Japanese. China has no 
warships there or anywhere along the 
coast. If the mine was planted by the 
Chinese it must have been planted a year 
or two years ago. If planted by the 
Japanese it accomplished the only purpose 
it could have been intended to accomplish. 


A Vancouver policeman was surprised 
to find his name was not on the voters’ 
list while his wife was recorded as a 
widow. But what particularly irked him 
was to find on the list the name of a man 
who has been dead for 25 years. The 
present election law was framed with a 
view to prevent names being added to or 
left off a voters’ list by intent, and seems 
well calculated to do so. But it has not 
prevented mistakes being made. The inci- 
dent suggests that under the former law a 
good many of what were supposed to be in- 
tentional inaccuracies were 
Enumerators generally were never as bad 
as they were represented to be.

My gifted young colleague, Max Freedman, 
in this column a week ago, quoted the parody 
from the German propaganda radio of Antony's 
speech over the body of Julius Caesar. It 
wasn't a clever parody. The Nazi mind is too 
ponderous for it, And the stupid Nazi parodist 

overlooked the circum- 
PROPAGANDA stance that Antony was 
MADE IN GERMANY talking with his tongue 

in his cheek, saying one 
thing and meaning another. It was an altogether 
unhappy attempt at either humor or purpose- 
ful propaganda. 

A much more typical piece of Nazi propa- 
ganda was the use made of Rt. Hon. Winston 
Churchill's Manchester speech. Records were 
taken in Germany and interlarded with other 
records showing interruptions. As doctored up, 
and reproduced for German listeners, the voice 
of the First Lord of the Admiralty is drowned 
out again and again by an inferno of catcalls 
and din. The voice of the speaker is almost 
indistinguishable. The German announcer 
blandly states that it is an authentic record 
attesting to the unpopularity of the British 
tminister among his “starving countrymen.” 

A mentally stodgy people, accustomed to 
being dragooned in its thinking, might not be 
capable of questioning why the Nazi govern- 
ment which imposes the death penalty on its 
people for listening to an original broadcast 
from abroad, should force them nightly to listen 
to this “made in Germany” record. As it can- 
not influence Allied or neutral opinion, the 
faked record is proof that the German people 
are suffering shortage and are being buoyed 
up by deceptive assurances that the British 
people are starving and will soon overthrow 
the Chamberlain ministry.

THANKS FOR A 
NARROW ESCAPE 


War in the air, that has taken so many 
valiant young lives, has speeded up inventions 
that will make civil aviation safer for the air- 
minded public. I mentioned the other day the 
new device for sucking “dead air’ from the 
upper surface of the wing, which will enable 

planes to land safely at low 
ELIMINATING speeds and greatly minimize 
“PILOT FAILURE” the risk of spins and dives. 

The Sperry Gyroscope en- 
gineers a few days ago announced an applica- 
tion of the cathode ray tube that will make 
navigation simple, and remove the risk of “pilot 
failure” in emergency. 

Since multi-engined planes appeared, the 
instrument panel has grown till it occupies space 
on walls, ceiling and floor. With only two eyes, 
the pilot must observe the readings of a hun- 
dred instruments. 

The new “flight ray” brings the data of all 
the necessary instruments onto a single indicat- 
ing instrument. It shows the flight formation in 


pict 1 manner, 
Stripped of confusing technological details, 
the “flight ray” consists of a soft luminous 


screen set in front of the pilot on the dashboard 
of his plane. Two parallel] vertical lines are 
intersected by two parallel horizontal lines. In 
the centre is the silhouette of the plane, After 
setting the plane on its course, all the pilot must 
do is keep the tiny shadow plane inside the 
centre of the crossed lines. Any time the plane 
deviates from its course up or down, right or 
left, the tiny shadow plane moves up or down, 
or to right or left of the centre of the crossed 
lines. The cathrode ray tube ensures that the 
image on the screen is in true relation to the 
plane in its flight. Where landing fields are 
fitted with necessary beam apparatus, planes 
can be landed in darkness or fog without the 
pilot looking through his windows. There will 
be no risk of confusion through a pilot having 
to watch too many instruments during hazardous 
landings.

Current Comment 


Fully Motorized 


Brantford’s transportation system has 
achieved the stage of full motorization, climax- 
ing a progressive policy determined upon a few 
years ago by the Public Utilities Commission 
and hastened as a result of business-like neces- 
sity. Thus this city keeps pace with the modern 
trend and doubtless the changeover, now that 
it has been completed, will prove infinitely 
more satisfactory than was the older method of 
public conveyance. ... 

The original horse-drawn street cars com- 
menced operation here on the evening of Satur- 
day, September 9, 1886. Subsequently electri- 
fied, the railway was acquired by the city on 
August 5, 1914. It has rendered in its time, and 
within its capacities, essential and appreciated 
service. 

But “the old order changeth, yielding place 
to the new,” and the public will be better 
accommodated by an up-to-date, quick, com- 
fortable and flexible system of busses.—Brant- 
ford Expositor. 


_ Control of Transport 

The joint Quebec legislative committee of 
railway employees has come out flatly for con- 
trol of Dominion authority of all forms of com- 
mercial transport. This is a policy The Journal 
long has advocated, but one which makes pro- 
gress slowly because of the opposition of the 
provinces to the surrender of any of their legal 
rights. 

The railroads come under supervision of the 
Board of Transport Commissioners, which is a 
body set up by parliament, and tariff schedules 
and working conditions are regulated by it. 
Commercial motor vehicles compete with the 
railways (many of them do an inter-provincial 
trade), but they are subjected to nine different 
sets of regulations imposed by the nine prov- 
inces, and Federal authority does not touch 
them. Quite clearly this makes for confusion, 
for unfair competition, for subjection of the 
national interest to private profit. 

The Quebec committee has taken an effective 
step in making its views on the subject known 
to Premier Godbout and his cabinet. Reform 
must come from the provinces, because it is 
dependent upon an agreement by them to con- 
cede jurisdiction of the Dominion over this form 
of commercial transport, 

Centralized authority is so obvious an answer 
to many of our transport problems that its 
acceptance by the provincial governments 
should be demanded insistently by public opin- 
ion.—Ottawa Journal. 


Exams or Credits 


The education department of the Australian 
State of Tasmania does not longer approve of 
schoo] examinations, and thinks they are a fast- 
crumbling system. The headmasters of most of 
the secondary private schools do not agree with 
this, and put their faith in exams, which are 
retained in their schools, 

The department takes a high pedagogical 
attitude. It believes in the credit system, and 
sees in it the sole test of knowledge. The pupil 
who might fluke through an exam is supposed 
to be unable to fool the teacher who is thought 
to be the best, the most impartial, and the surest 
tester of the youngster’s progress. 

The headmasters think that teachers are 
neither impartial nor uninfluenced, and they 
want their pupils to be tested by the external 
examiner who sets the examination paper. 

A compromise seems to have been reached. 
Some schools pass the pupils on by credits and 
some by exams. The private schools (which are 
our public schools) have abolished examination 
certificates, and the public schools (which are 
our private schools) have instituted a certificate 
of their own, whose possession shows that the 
pupils stood up to the test of examination. 

Parents in the States have not been allowed 
to say or think much one way or another on the 
subject, but their children of school-age take 
firm stands. The right school to send them, they 
think, is the school in which exams are avoided 
and teachers have only to be made up to.—Win- 
nipeg Free Press. 


On This Date

One hundred and thirty-six years ago on 
Feb. 19, 1804, there was born at Londonderry, 
Ireland, a boy who was to achieve fame as the 
first British legislator to pass his one hundredth 
birthday and still continue his legislative duties. 
David Wark left Ireland when 21, made a three 
months’ journey across the Atlantic and landed 
at Saint John, where he entered a merchant's 
Office as a clerk at a very smal) salary. It was 
not long, however, before his industry and in- 
tegrity were recognized, and he rose to the top. 
Within 18 years of his arrival he was elected to 
the House of Assembly; in 1851 he was called to 
the legislative council; in 1858 he was a member 
of the government, and then receiver-general, 
1858-1862, He took a prominent part in the Con- 
federation struggle, but did not qualify as a 
Father of Confederation. Yet when the list of the 
first senators for New Brunswick was announced 
his name was fifth on the list. 

I first saw the old gentleman in 1887. He was 
then 83, No one would ever have thought it to 
look at his stalwart figure or to listen to his 
pregnant speeches, of a business man rather than 
a politician. Time went on; the strong frame 
withered slightly during the next decade, but 
when, in the session of 1904, he was presented 
with his portrait (to be hung in the Senate 
lobbies; a sort of Indian gift, after all), he was 
still as alert mentally, as he had been any time 
in his life, I do not think he came to Ottawa 
in 1905, so that the day when he accepted the 
portrait was his last in parliament. He died 
Aug. 20, 1905, in his 101st year. He was given a 
funeral worthy of his public services. 

Our only other centenarian senator was Hon. 
G. C. Dessaulles of St. Hyacinthe, who died April 
19, 1930, in his 104th year, thus beating Wark's 
record as to age, but not as a legislator, for he 
was only a senator for 23 years. 

We al! see clearly that, with the victory of
